Fullerton cops target a citizen journalist who recorded a January protest at a memorial for Kelly Thomas

O n Jan. 18, hundreds of activists 

gathered in front of the Fullerton 
Police Department to decry the 
acquittals of officers Manuel Ramos and 
Jay Cicinelli in the beating death of Kelly 
Thomas. After peacefully protesting on 
the sidewalks for hours, around 3:30 p.m., 
a couple of them were arrested for van¬ 
dalism. Shortly after, an armored SWAT 
vehicle swooped in and announced the fun 
was over. 

‘T am Corporal [Brandon] Clyde of the 
Fullerton Police Department,” blared a 
commander over a loudspeaker. ‘T am 
declaring this an unlawful assembly and 
order you to leave the police department 
and City Hall area immediately. If you do 
not leave, you will be arrested for failure to 
disperse and/or less-lethal [weapons] will 
be used.” 

Dozens of cops suddenly divided into 
four teams to handle the protesters. Out¬ 
fitted in riot gear and equipped with gas 
masks, flex handcuffs and canisters of pep¬ 
per spray, they stood ready for chaos. But by 
then, the crowd had thinned out to about 
75 people. They booed Clyde’s order and 
began marching away from the scene and 
toward the Fullerton Bus Depot, the site of 
a memorial for Thomas. 

After a short evening commemoration, 
some activists tried to go back to the police 
station, only to be met by cops blocking 
their path. Live-streaming all of this was 
citizen journalist PM Beers. As she inter¬ 
viewed an activist at what’s called Kelly’s 
Corner who was describing how police had 
just plucked his friend off the street and 
arrested him, a patrol car suddenly rolled 
up. Beers hurried through cars to catch 
the arrest of her friend Juan Zuletariveros 
on camera for failure to disperse. Her cell 
phone quickly panned to another officer, 
who told her a sergeant watching city cam¬ 
eras back at headquarters instructed him to 
arrest a woman wearing a black hat embroi¬ 
dered with the word “Press”—just like hers. 
After trying to get away. Beers captured 
her own arrest for also failing to disperse 
as the feed scrambled and dropped around 
5:50 p.m. Led away in cuffs, she called for 
onlookers to tweet what had happened. 

By the end of the night, Fullerton police 
had arrested a total of 14 people, 10 of them 
for refusing to disperse—some of them 
hours after and blocks away from where 
authorities declared unlawful assemblies. 
Police took Beers and others back to the 
city jail. Before being transported to county 
jail. Beers alleges a Fullerton officer said, 
“There’s 12 cops waiting to smash your 
fucking faces in,” calming down only after 
Beers countered that she’d report any abuse 
hurled the way of the detainees. 

On April 29, members of the so-called 
Fullerton 14 had a pretrial hearing at Ful¬ 
lerton’s North Justice Center to face mis¬ 
demeanor charges of refusal to disperse. 


Although prosecutors plan to try all of 
them. Beers remains the most fascinating 
plaintiff, as her case shows the obsession 
Fullerton police have over someone record¬ 
ing their every move. 

Based in Los Angeles, she got her start 
documenting protests in January 2012, fas¬ 
cinated by the easy technology of streaming 
video that gained popularity during Occupy 
Wall Street’s heyday. Beers’ Ustream 
channel boasts 1,233 subscribers, and her 
Twitter account tallies 1,437 followers; she 
archives all of her footage onto a YouTube 
channel as well. Her coverage has chal¬ 
lenged police spin about protesters before: 
Shortly after the acquittal of George Zim¬ 
merman for the death of Trayvon Martin, 
activists moved on Holl 5 rwood’s W Hotel. 
Later, a Los Angeles Police Department 
spokesperson confirmed a news report 
that major property destruction occurred. 
Beers’ on-the-ground streaming showed 
nothing like that had happened. 

A Fullerton police officer cared little for 
any of that in a confidential report obtained 
by the Weekly that was written nearly a 
month after her arrest at the post-acquittal 
protest. It focused on discrediting Beers’ 
claims as a citizen journalist and casting her 
as a ringleader of a migrating mob of pro¬ 
testers violating dispersal orders. 

“Patricia Beers is a self proclaimed ‘citi¬ 
zen reporter’ and does not affiliate herself 
with mainstream media,” officer Anthony 
Diaz wrote in the report. “In fact, Patricia 
maintains a ‘very biased’ viewpoint as 
stated on her USTREAM web page. Patricia 
participated in the unlawful assembly and 


said so defiantly: ‘There’s been a dispersal 
order, but we’re still here.’” 

The quote, while accurate, wasn’t her 
personal opinion, but rather that of a 
reporter describing a scene to an audience. 
“My job as a member of the press is to docu¬ 
ment what’s going on,” she says. “I feel like 
I have a responsibility when police are out¬ 
side of their cars to film them. If I had left, 
the situation would not have been as safe.” 

Police used Beers’ archived Ustream foot¬ 
age, including time-stamped quotes, in mak¬ 
ing their criminal case against her and others. 
“Patricia continued to record the unlawful 
assembly of protesters who just moments 
earlier were declared an unlawful assembly 
and told to ‘move away fi:-om uniformed 
officers,”’ Diaz continued. “The movement 
of protesters, including Patricia, toward the 
same uniformed police officers was a deliber¬ 
ate and defiant act, done in disobedience.” 

Beers scoffs at how the police reports 
frame her. In footage that others shot. Beers 
can be seen off to the side, capturing video 
in real time with a cell phone, not in front of 
activists with a bullhorn. “I And that hilari¬ 
ously funny because anybody who knows 
me wouldn’t believe that to be true,” she 
says. “I am not a person who leads people 
in marches. I’m very outspoken, but I don’t 
motivate huge groups of people to move in 
one direction or another.” 

Asked for comment over the telephone, 
Fullerton police Sergeant Jeff Stuart 
demanded questions be sent via email given 
the Weekly’s “incredible slant.” 

According to Cal State Fullerton crimi¬ 
nology professor Jarret Lovell, Beers’ case 


is an interesting study in whether citizen 
journalists can claim in court the same 
rights as mainstream journalists while cov¬ 
ering protests. 

“The question about whether citizen 
journalists have the same protections as 
professional journalists is an issue that’s 
eventually going to have to be heard in the 
highest court,” Lovell says. “Is reporting a 
form of speech or a form of action? If we 
consider reporting a form of speech, then 
participating in an action that you’re report¬ 
ing [on] would be protected.” 

In addition to being arrested in the past 
for unlawful assembly himself, Lovell 
authored a chapter on citizen journalism 
and police in Law Enforcement Ethics: Clas¬ 
sic and Contemporary Issues. In it, he cites 
a First Circuit Court ruling in the case of 
Simon Click, a lawyer who Aimed a police 
encounter only to be arrested for wiretap¬ 
ping. The ruling held the rights of the press 
are “continuous with the rights of individu¬ 
als, and police attempts to create a distinc¬ 
tion between the two are invalid.” 

Whether authorities or prosecutors 
consider Beers a protester or press, she’ll 
continue on, regardless of the consequences. 
“Live-stream documentation is the worst 
nightmare for police because they can’t 
destroy that evidence,” Beers says. Law 
enforcement, in this case, can attempt to use 
archived footage against activists and citizen 
journalists alike, but not without a challenge. 

“I know that I’m not guilty,” she con¬ 
cludes. “Whatever happens, I’m not back¬ 
ing down.”

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All That Is Corny and Cheesy 


Zoomak Asian Bistro is OC’s newest Korean bar where you can 
feast on corn cheese and get sloshed on soju

H ave you had corn cheese? Perhaps 
the most literal foodstuff on Earth, 
the dish consists of corn niblets 
straight out of a can mixed with grated 
mozzarella cheese and mayonnaise, the 
whole thing broiled on a fajita skillet and 
served at your table still fuming. It may 
sound revolting, but it’s a glorious dish. 
The union of sweet corn and salty cheese 
is nothing short of kismet. And whenever 
I’m scooping some out, the stretchy spi¬ 
der webs of mozzarella trailing my spoon 
as though it were a Chicago deep dish, I 
know that pours of ice-cold Hite and soju 
are forthcoming—because when there’s 
corn cheese on the table, I’m probably 
in a Korean bar such as the new Zoomak 
Asian Bistro. 

And that’s what Zoomak is. The Asian 
Bistro part of the name is misleading, 
included so non-Koreans are assured this 
place—located in a barren strip mall in an 
industrial part of Buena Park—makes some 
kind of food. But the Hangul characters for 
the word “Zoomak” tells a Korean every¬ 
thing he or she needs to know. “Zoomak” 
is the Korean term for a tavern. If that 
doesn’t mean an 5 l;hing to you yet, just con¬ 
sider it the Korean version of a Japanese 
izakaya, an establishment where alcohol 
and anju (food that goes well with alco¬ 
hol) is served. And yes, this includes corn 
cheese, something I’ve not found outside 
of such places as this. 

Just as with a proper izakaya, Zoomak 
opens at 5 p.m. and closes at 2 a.m. Actu¬ 
ally, the place doesn’t come alive until 
about 9 p.m., when most of the customers 
start arriving and each of its dark wood 
booths are crammed with groups of young 


Koreans, none of whom look older than 35. 
It’s around then that Zoomak turns on the 
laser lights, and the volume for the Korean 
music videos projected onto a large screen 
is dialed up to dance-club levels. Through¬ 
out the night, a kitchen crew tends to 
stoves on which enormous stockpots sim¬ 
mer and all manner of Korean pancakes 
sizzle on a griddle. 

When you go, you must get one of the 
pancakes—or better yet, order all of them 
in a sampler called Every Pan Cakes. Eor 
less than $20, you get six to eight kinds, 
each painstakingly made-to-order and 
served all at once. The bright-orange one 
is made of spicy kimchi held together by 
thin batter. The one with veins of green 
running through it is the chive pancake. 
Others have an elastic chew similar to 
Japanese okonomiyaki, while some taste 
exactly like egg foo young. But there are a 
few that are pancakes by name only. The 
one that resembles a burger patty is actu¬ 
ally one; made entirely of ground beef, it’s 
aromatic of toasted sesame-seed oil and as 
sugary as bulgogi. 

The Every Skewers is another sampler 
platter, this time with a double serving of 
all nine kushiyaki-style skewers, includ¬ 
ing a pair of chicken ones that’s not unlike 
yakitori, two sticks of Hawaiian beef 
meatballs, and perfectly cooked scallop 
kebabs. The best of them might be the 
cocktail sausages, which are simple and 
smoky. Also great: the shrimp skewers and 
the thinly sliced beef, which is threaded 
between scallions turned to papery wisps. 
You would be well-advised, however, to 
eat the bacon-wrapped ddukbokki (rice 
cake cylinders) before they dry out and 


turn into inedible glue sticks. Do it while 
pondering the saintly patience of the 
person who had to thread the pea-sized 
ginkgo nuts through the skewers, or that 
the restaurant is doing itself a disservice 
offering this massive sampler for not more 
than $25. 

While you’re at it, you must also 
order the specialty of the house: a whole 
roasted dried squid served with peanuts. 
It’s splayed out in all its tentacle-y glory, 
chews like shoe leather and is meant to be 
eaten with some wasabi-spiked mayo; it’s 
undeniably addictive, especially when you 
get the hang of where to tear it apart with 
your hands. (Hint: Start pulling at the con¬ 
veniently placed cuts along the edge, and 
they’ll come off like the tabs on a room- 
for-rent flier.) 

In between the skewers, the pancakes 
and the squid, you should be toasting your 
tablemates with Hite (the only Korean 
beer they serve at the moment) or, bet¬ 
ter still, shots of the sweet rocket fuel 
that is Chamisul. Then, before the corn 
cheese and alcohol start to settle, order 
the Mini-Oden Bar, which is a hot pot of 
various fish-cake skewers and broth bub¬ 
bling inside a camp-stove-heated casserole 
dish. This, above all, is the most popular 
thing at Zoomak because it’s a communal 
dish. And that’s entirely the point: It’s an 
unwritten rule that no one should go to a 
Korean bar alone, nor should they leave 
before getting their share of corn cheese.

N OW that the luxe lonchera craze is 
(thankfully) over, OC food is moving on 
to the next trend: socialism! Of sorts. Putting 
together restaurateurs and food vendors 
next to one another in the name of pushing 
everyone to culinary heights is a concept 
locally pioneered by the OC Mix in Costa 
Mesa, with similar efforts now under way at 
4th Street Market in SanTana and planned 
for Anaheim and Tustin. Expect the latter 
three projects to be fully going by the begin¬ 
ning of summer. 

A different type of collaborative beast is 
happening in Costa Mesa's industrial zone 
with the Hood Kitchen. Here, small-batch 
food makers rent commercial kitchen space 
(along with tools, consulting, even walk-in 
fridges) to legally prepare their goodies. I 
took a tour a couple of months back, and the 
scene was out of 19th-century small-town 
America: butchers breaking down cuts just 
a couple of tables down from bakers who 
were sharing their latest creations with the 
hot sauce guy. From here, the food crafters 
take their products to other places, with 
the hope that one day they can leave this 
wonderful training camp and have spaces 
of their own. 

The only critique I had of Hood Kitchen 
at the time was that there was no place 
for the public to taste all of these goodies. 
Thankfully, that problem has been rectified 
with the opening of the Hood Mrkt (quick 
note to local food people: drop the pre¬ 
cious names, already! Let's not be douches 
like LA, m'kay?). Here, the public can buy 
products made on the other side of the wall, 
as well as see people in action through the 
windows just behind the retail counter. The 
wares available are always in rotation (a 
more permanent selection is online) but can 
range from delightful Sola Jams to the tasty 
crystals of the Laguna Co. to the surprisingly 
tasty (albeit gabacho) Heidi's Salsa to the 
adventurous Pernicious Pickling Co. And 
Toot Sweet's caramels? Perfectly chewy. 

There's still room for improvement here. 
What passes as the prepared-food counter 
last time I visited was packaged roast beef, 
small containers of bread pudding and a 
chicken-salad sandwich wrapped in too 
much cellophane. And those involved need 
to do a better job of pushing themselves 
out there—more pop-up dinners, maybe? 
But as it stands, here is OC's culinary 
future: folks in friendly competition with one 
another, with the public as the beneficiaries. 
Now, if only some brewmasters would join 
the mix....

O C doesn’t have its own Thai Town 
(there is a Thai Corner at the inter¬ 
section of La Palma Avenue and 
Euclid Street in Anaheim), but this doesn’t 
mean that we don’t have great Thai restau¬ 
rants. It only means the ones we have are 
scattered throughout our fair county—the 
proverbial Easter eggs waiting to be found. 
Some of the greatest—Coconut Rabbit in 
Los Alamitos, Sutha Thai in Tustin and 
Tasty Thai in Lake Forest—are still waiting 
to be discovered. And then there’s Rocharin 
Thai in Seal Beach, which isn’t hard to find 
if you’ve ever decided to take the scenic 
route of Pacific Coast Highway instead of 
the 405 from Long Beach to Orange County. 

The food presentation is, of course, 
impeccable. Nibble on shrimp bundled in 
crunchy fried noodles, the cocoons crum¬ 
bling into shards as you bite, or, if you’d 
rather, swaddled tightly in golden wonton 
skin—both kinds are here. The crab fried

One of Rocharin’s special¬ 
ties is simply the Andaman Sea, which is a 
noodle dish not unlike pad Thai, but more 
zippy and covered in seafood—squid rings, 
fish pieces, mussels, shrimp and scallops.

W hile I like SOLCocina in Newport 
Beach and respect the hell out of 
chef Deborah Schneiderfor being able to 
nail great Mexican food without being a diva 
about it, a la Rick Bayless, I always find her 
restaurant a work in progress. The off-menu 
chile de arbol salsa she has right now, for 
instance? Nails the heat and zest, but it's a 
bit watery. The in-house tortillas for her great 
tacos? Proper earthy color and flavor, but 
they rip apart under any weight like tissue 
paper facing off against a running faucet. 

Then you get to the cocktails. While SOL 
Cocina has a fabulous tequila selection, the 
advertised drinks are margaritas, margaritas, 
margaritas. 'Mana, I understand you're in 
Zooport, but give the masses something more 
than the quintessential borderlands borracho 
beverage, you know? And if you're going 
to give us a behemoth such as the epically 
named Sol Grande Casa Noble Reposado 
Margarita, make sure every part is perfect. 

THE DRINK 

Don't get me wrong: It does what a mar- 
garita is supposed to do by simultaneously 



refreshing and tailing up the senses; it's fun¬ 
damentally a great margarita. Kudos for still 
providing a lime wedge in these narcoWmes, 
and the choice of the criminally underrated 
Casa Noble is a delightful surprise. But... 
served in a regular water glass? Served so 
that the customer can refill a margarita via 
a shaker lefttableside, a shaker with ice 
that quickly melts? Beneath you. May the 
next time I visit have a braver cocktail menu 
while keeping Schneider's stellar sabores.

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The Big 5-0 

Large-format MacGillivray Freeman Films 
celebrates a half century

G reg MacGillivray looks back 

fondly at the late 1960s, when he 
and his filmmaking partner Jim 
Freeman would walk into the offices of 
Holl 5 rwood players. 

Barefoot. 

‘We were kind of the surfer guys,” says 
MacGillivray during a recent interview. 
“They liked us. They’d say, ‘Let’s get those 
surfer guys from Laguna.’” 

The names of those surfer guys in Laguna 
Beach are now part of a company celebrat¬ 
ing its 50th anniversary, MacGillivray 
Freeman Films, which specializes in large- 
format films that are shot around the world 
and roll in IMAX theaters everywhere. 

MacGillivray, who was “devastated” 
when Freeman died in a helicopter crash 
in 1976, insisted his partner’s name remain 
a part of the company brand, even after 
MacGillivray became the first documentary 
filmmaker to earn more than $1 billion in 
ticket sales at the worldwide box office. 

He and his company were honored twice 
at the just-concluded Newport Beach Film 
Festival. On April 29, there was a retrospec¬ 
tive screening at South Coast Village The¬ 
ater in Santa Ana of Five Summer Stories 
(1972), the final surf film Freeman and Mac¬ 
Gillivray made together. The co-director 
participated in a panel discussion about the 
impact of the film with the likes of Laird 
Hamilton, Stacy Peralta and Steve Pezman. 

The next night, at the Regency Lido The¬ 
atre, MacGillivray took audience questions 
on his adventures in filmmaking around 
the world, peppering his tales with film 
clips and capping the night with an Orange 
County premiere screening of his newest 
film. Journey to the South Pacific, which hits 
IMAX theaters in June. 

Before embarking on a career that would 
take MacGillivray to Borneo, the Arctic, up 
Mount Everest and 46 countries so far, he 
shot his teachers and classmates at Newport 
Harbor High School through a telephoto 
lens, “hidden-camera style.” He’d finish his 
homework at school so he could spend the 
next three or four hours at home working 
on his movies, which were funded through 


babysitting, a paper route, mowing lawns 
and working construction for his home¬ 
builder father during summers. He’d try to 
make back his investment by charging his 
friends 25 cents each to see his films at his 
home in Corona del Mar. 

MacGillivray went on to UC Santa Bar¬ 
bara to “study physics,” although he really 
chose that location because he needed 
more surf scenes for his latest movie. That’s 
where he met Freeman, who had come to 
town to show his 3-D surf film Outside the 
Third Dimension, which MacGillivray found 
“bizarre,” but they nonetheless struck up a 
friendship and kept in touch. 

Later, when MacGillivray was making his 
surf film The Performers, Freeman offered 
to help with the editing—for free. MacGilli¬ 
vray was impressed not only with Freeman’s 
generosity, but also the filmmaking abilities 
he possessed beyond MacGillivray’s own. 
And they got on well together, so much so 
the pair dropped out of school to make their 
first film together. Free and Easy, a surf film 
shot in California, Hawaii and South Amer¬ 
ica (although footage from the latter didn’t 
make the final cut). 

MacGillivray credits two public-televi¬ 
sion specials on their offbeat company that 
aired in 1968-69 with getting MacGillivray 
Freeman Films on the radars of Holl 5 wood 
A-listers. This was just as the old studio 
system was giving way to the new maver¬ 
icks, ushering in what would years later 
be regarded as a golden age of American 
cinema. “We were part of that wave,” says 
MacGillivray. “A lot of us were non-union, 
and a lot of the filmmaking was done in 
foreign countries. Hollywood had become a 
little stagnated creatively. These were new 
people with new ideas and new team mem¬ 
bers coming in. We fit right in there.” 

“We did things different than 
the Hollywood norm back then. 
It was kind of wide open to 
us—right place, right time.” 


MacGillivray and Freeman started with 
surfing sequences in Holl 5 wood films 
such as The Sweet Ride, then specialized in 
aerial scenes in The Towering Inferno and 
Jonathan Livingston Seagull “Word kind 
of spread fast in Hollywood,” MacGillivray 
says of the pair’s budding rep. ‘We did 
things different than the Hollywood norm 
back then. It was kind of wide open to us— 
right place, right time.” 

Freeman died while shooting a commer¬ 
cial in Bishop, days before To Fly!, a film he 
co-directed with MacGillivray, premiered at 
the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, 
D.C., where it still runs daily. 

Two years later, John Milius pulled Mac¬ 
Gillivray back into the surf world with Big 
Wednesday, a drama about three surfers 
(Jan-Michael Vincent, William Katt and 
Gary Busey) set in early 1960s California. 
“He hired me to produce mostly all the surf¬ 
ing sequences—they are all throughout the 
movie—and then I advised on the rest of the 
film,” MacGillivray says. “I kind of wished 
I’d advised a little bit more; it could have 
been a really excellent film.” 

He had fonder memories of the 1980 hor¬ 
ror classic The Shining. ‘When I got the call 
from Stanley Kubrick, I couldn’t believe it 
was really Stanley Kubrick,” MacGillivray 
recalls. “I was certain it was one of my friends 
because they knew he was my favorite direc¬ 
tor, and I thought they were playing a joke.” 

Kubrick, a New Yorker who fled Hol- 
l 3 wood for London, kept a very tight circle 
around him, which explains why his good 
friend Brian Cook served as assistant direc¬ 
tor. Cook had also been A.D. years earlier 
on Sky Riders, whose cinematographers 
were MacGillivray, Freeman and Ousama 
Rawl. Shots from the sky Kubrick wanted 
for The Shining would be rolled into the 
breathtaking opening sequence that has 
Jack Torrance (Jack Nicholson) driving his 
family up the mountain to the Overlook 
Hotel. With the passing of Freeman, who’d 
been regarded as one of the steadiest aerial 


cameramen. Cook suggested MacGillivray 
to Kubrick. Thus, the call. 

‘‘The Shining was a huge production,” 
MacGillivray says. “They’d built a gigan¬ 
tic set in London. It took a year and two 
months just for shooting on the set. We shot 
for almost a year in America. Kubrick would 
finish his work at 10 p.m. in the studio in 
London, then go home and call me, about 
twice a week. He’d say, ‘How are you doing 
there? Have you got any good weather yet? 
Have you got the shot I need?’ It’s amazing 
how hard-working he was.” 

He called notorious perfectionist Kubrick 
“a fun guy to be around. People forget how 
comical he was.” MacGillivray also appre¬ 
ciated that the master director welcomed 
experimentation. ‘We did five sequences 
that never made it into the film,” he says. 
“Kubrick’s deal was he’d shoot a two-and- 
a-half- to three-hour movie, and then cut 
it down to 100 minutes. He wanted to tell 
the story well, and he wanted all kinds of 
choices because he did all his own editing.” 

The favorites MacGillivray cited from 
his own catalog (so far) are: To Fly! because 
it was Freeman’s last film; The Living Sea 
(1995) because of its beautiful ocean setting, 
artistry and collaboration with musician 
Sting; and Everest (1998) because it’s an 
excellent documentary (Oscar nominated!) 
that MacGillivray Freeman Films invested 
heavily into making—and went on to 
become the highest grossing documentary 
until Fahrenheit 911 came along. 

His next most favorite film would be 
whichever one he’s working on, which right 
now is Humpback Whales 3D. 

“Celebrating 50 years or getting a lifetime 
achievement award is really secondary to 
me,” MacGillivray says. “You keep doing 
these individual projects, and eventually, 
you’ve mounted up a lot of projects over a 
lot of years. Kubrick told me, ‘Don’t ever do 
the same thing twice; life is too short not to 
take on new challenges.’ I listened to that.”

THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN 2 Swollen 
as the liver of a foie-gras goose, The 
Amazing Spider-Man 2 devotes some 25 
minutes to Peter Parker discovering the 
secret history behind the science-magic 
spider bite that made him Amazing. "His 
greatest battle begins" promise the post¬ 
ers for this installment, which illustrates 
the problem: five movies in 12 years, and 
he's still beginning. The clever, inventive, 
ridiculous variations that comic-book 
writer Dan Slott pulls off in print each 
month seem impossible for Sony's big- 
screen take on the character. Here again 
Peter learns that those he loves most 
are in danger, and that with great power 
comes you-know-what, all while his 
rich-boy pal Harry Osborn (Dane DeHaan) 
struggles with the troubled inheri¬ 
tances—madness and Oscorp—that you 
may remember from just two movies ago. 
Couldn't we just get to that greatest battle 
now? So, this Spider-Man does whatever 
a Spider-Man's done before, and during 
the cluttered, confusing, back-to-back 
climactic villain fights, he just does what¬ 
ever. As he and its-complicated girlfriend 
Gwen Stacy (Emma Stone) manipulate 
New York City's power grid to somehow 
bring down Electro (Jamie Foxx),the 
movie leaves it to you to figure out what's 
going on. Still, not all is lost in this latest 
Spider-Man rebuilding year. The movie 
improves in most ways on its predeces¬ 
sor. The teenage joy of life ahead offering 
nothing but possibility edges much more 
of the web-slinging, especially in the 
first third. Also strong: the crushed-out 
romantic scenes between Stone's Gwen 
and Andrew Garfield's Peter. But this 
sequel bloats up with mysteries and 
emotional crises, and in the long, sagging 
middle, there's no urgency connecting 
one sequence to the next. (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

BRICK MANSIONS The update of Ben E. 


King's "Stand By Me" by Ki:Theory that 
auto-plays on Brick Mansions' official 
website is a more variegated cover 
than the film itself, which is an uglier 
English-language remake of the Paris-set 
dystopian action picture District B13 with 
the dubious addition of RZA as a drug lord 
whose subordinates might understand 
him better if he didn't rely so heavily 
on metaphors related to his mother's 
cooking. He's the villain here, not the 
soundtrack composer—almost no one 
here is allowed to play to their strengths. 
No one, that is, except David Belle, the 
parkour pioneer who reprises his role 
from B13 as Lino, ne Leito, the Good Man 
Trying to Clean Up the Ghetto. In the 
scant spare time this crusade allows him, 
he enjoys performing inverted sit-ups 
hanging from a pipe. In the decade since 
the original picture. Belle has turned 40, 
but he still moves like a cat bitten by a 
radioactive spider. Watching him swing 
from conveniently exposed plumbing 
lines, cannonballing from window to 
window, and clambering up fire escapes 
inspires an awe at the machine that is 
the human body. And for viewers of a 
certain age, an overwhelming urge to 
play Donkey Kong. First-time director 
Camille Delamarre is an experienced 
editor of action pictures with numbers in 
the titles. Alas, he does the spry Belle no 
favors by so wantonly using jittery-lens 
and slow-motion. There are two different 
scenes of the late Paul Walker crashing a 
car. Should the producers have removed 
these? Certainly they might have done a 
more tasteful job of the chintzy onscreen 
dedication to Walker that pops up before 
the credits. (R) Chris Klimek. Countywide. 

FARMLAND A fourth-generation poultry 
farmer in Georgia (one of six twenty¬ 
something agriculturalists flattered by 
this mildly propagandistic doc, "made 
with the generous support of the U.S. 
Farmers and Ranchers Alliance") gives 
a workplace tour to schoolchildren, who 
are delighted by cute baby chicks and 



seemingly oblivious to their inevitable 
slaughter. If you, too, have no idea where 
your lunch came from—not a restaurant 
or your mom, but the callous-handed toil¬ 
ers growing and raising the ingredients— 
then you deserve the holier-than-thou 
tone taken by filmmaker James Moll and 
his subjects. These farmers and ranchers' 
chief concern and generalization is that 
everyone perceives them as American 
Gothic grumps with hay in their teeth (one 
exhorts: "We're not hiding anything, but 
what do you want to know?"), yet there's 
no drama illustrating the thanklessness 
of their jobs, and potential wisdom about 
fiscal instability, animal welfare, or GMOs 
waft by without much argument. Perhaps 
if Moll offered less of the static sit-down 
interviews and more fly-on-the-grain v rit, 
viewers might feel some new, intimate 
connection between the farmers and the 
nourishment that unites us. Without that, 
the film's only other thrust is a plucky 
heartland score that unfortunately just 
signals that the stars of City Slickers 
are about to herd a cattle drive. (Not 
Rated) Aaron Hillis. UltraStar's Ultraluxe 
Anaheim 14. 

THE QUIET ONES To the extent that hor¬ 
ror film The Quiet Ones is at all notable, 
it's largely thanks to the work of sound 
supervisor Dan Snow and his team of 
audio technicians. Whether it's the sound 
of a champagne bottle being uncorked, or 
of bodies slammed into walls by unseen 
forces, it's the audio crew's handiwork 
that gives Quiet Ones, directed by John 
Pogue, its occasional jolts. Very loosely 
based on a true story, the film is largely 
set in a sprawling, dilapidated, isolated 
British country estate, which is where 
professor Joseph Coupland (Jared Harris) 
moves Jane Harper (Olivia Cooke), his 
troubled young mental patient, after his 
research funding is pulled. With a Noble 
Prize as his goal, he's trying to prove 
that the havoc wrought by the evil spirit 
supposedly haunting Jane is actually a 
manifestation of the young woman's dark 
psychic energy. Naturally, he couldn't be 
more wrong. Accompanying him on his 
mission are a couple of photogenic aco¬ 
lytes and a novice documentarian, only 
one of whom will be left standing after 
invisible hands bitch slap them, drag them 
up walls, and crack a number of bones. 
Unfortunately, it's all very familiar and 
somewhat tediously played out. Harris, 
as the increasingly mad professor with a 
grim back story, and Cooke, as the patient 
with an even grimmer past, are fine in 
their parts, but are ultimately defeated by 
formulaic story and plot twists, and pac¬ 
ing that too often drags {PG-13) Ernest 
Hardy. Countywide. 

ONGOING 

GOD'S NOT DEAD With Its inability to 
present its arguments honestly or its 
opponents compassionately, Christian 
drama God's Not Dead is palpably inse¬ 
cure about the function of faith in an era 
defined by science. Earnest first-year col¬ 
lege student Josh (Shane Harper) enrolls 
in a philosophy course taught by notori¬ 
ously Christian-hating Professor Radisson 
(Kevin Sorbo), who forces his entire class 
to sign a piece of paper that says "God 
is Dead." When Josh refuses, Radisson 
challenges him to prove God exists in a 
series of lectures that apparently spans 
the first two annoying weeks of the 
semester (spoiler: God exists). Radisson, 
like several other atheist characters, is a 
balls-out sociopath who belittles his stu¬ 
dents and enjoys humiliating his beautiful 
Christian wife in front of elitist lefty dinner 
guests. The film interweaves multiple 
storylines, including a bitchy atheist 
reporter diagnosed with untreatable can¬ 
cer, her ruthless objectivist boyfriend (the 
increasingly Claude Akins-looking Dean 
Cain, the Roger Moore of Supermen), 
and a disgracefully racist depiction of a 
Muslim family in faith-based turmoil. To 
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harden the membrane of its ideological 
bubble, the film includes guest appear¬ 
ances by Duck Dynasty's Willie Robertson 
and the inaccurately named Newsboys, 
a Christian pop group comprising three 
suburban dads and a senior citizen. Is 
it worthwhile to point out that stripping 
the context from scientific statements is 
fundamentally dishonest? Or that faith, 
by definition, shouldn't have to justify 
itself with poorly understood science? 
Probably not, because judging by the 
ignorance and contempt with which the 
script treats nonbelievers, the real goal 
here is proving that non-Christians are 
worthless. (Not Rated) Chris Packham. 
Countywide. 

THE LUNCHBOX "The way to a man's 
heart is through his stomach" runs the old 
cliche and the rather uninspired starting 
point for The Lunchbox, a slow-building, 
pleasingly low-key romantic dramedy set 
in Mumbai. Making his feature-length 
debut as writer and director, Ritesh 
Batra throws some emotional and logisti¬ 
cal complications at the premise. The 
stomach in question belongs to grouchy 
widower Saajan (the appealing Irrfan 
Khan, seen on American screens in Life 
of Pi), while Ha (Nimrat Kaur), the woman 
whose cooking sets his taste buds afire, 
is much younger and married. Even more 
complicated is the fact that the two have 
never laid eyes on each other; Saajan 
ends up eating the food Ha lovingly pre¬ 
pares for her aloof husband through a 
mix-up in the city's lunch courier system. 
Soon the two are tucking heartfelt letters 
into the meal containers and mulling the 
possibility of a face-to-face rendezvous. 
Batra isn't ambitious with the visuals, but 
he creates an effective, unfussy sense 
of urban space, both indoor (cramped 
apartments, crowded buses) and outdoor 
(even leafy residential streets seem to 
be swarming with playing children). He 
also gently pushes his story beyond its 
cutesy gustatory-epistolary gimmick to 
ponder how much—or little—room indi¬ 
viduals have to pursue personal desires 
in deeply tradition-bound Indian society. 
The Lunchbox proceeds modestly and 
with minimal pandering (there are few 
mouth-watering food shots and even 
fewer jokey one-liners) to a satisfyingly 
bittersweet conclusion. It also comes 
up with a terrific supporting character in 
Shaikh (Nawazuddin Siddiqui), Saajan's 
sweet-tempered chatterbox of a protege 
at work. Theirs is the relationship worth 
rooting for. (Not Rated) Jon Frosch.

PARTICLE FEVER Stakes come no higher 
than in Particle Fever, a dazzling, dizzying 
documentary about nothing less than 
whether we exist in a coherent universe 
of ordered, even beautiful laws—or 
whether, as Princeton physicist Nima 
Arkani-Hamed theorizes, our universe is 
one of an infinite set of other universes 
defined by a chaotic mash-up of unstable, 
inexplicable, random conditions. (The 
final verdict, unsurprisingly: still out!) The 
film follows the first proton-smashing 
experiments conducted in Switzerland's 
Large Hadron Collider; through compel¬ 
ling interviews with physics theorists 
and experimentalists, and effervescent 
science animation from MK12, direc¬ 
tor Mark Levinson—himself the holder 
of a doctorate in theoretical particle 
physics—makes the search for the 
elusive Higgs boson both thrilling and 
relatively clear. The LHC has the look of 
a Bond villain's lair, but it's the physicists 
themselves who, like the Higgs, hold 
everything together, drawing momentous, 
persuasive connections between their 
work and the greatest leaps in human 
history, from cave-painting to Einstein. 
(The only un-grand thing in the movie: the 
American politicians who, in '92, killed the 
chances of the collider being built in the 
U.S.) Especially engaging is eager-beaver 


post-doc Monica Dunford, a marathon¬ 
running American who makes cutting- 
edge research work look like the best job 
that there is, especially as she slaps on a 
hard hat to perform repairs on the world's 
biggest, most complex machine. Levinson 
follows the ups and downs of bringing 
that beast of a collider online, but the 
movie's deepest thrill lies in what these 
men and women will theorize next, and 
how they will test it. Please, bring your 
daughters. (Not Rated) Alan Scherstuhl.

STRANGER BYTHE LAKE For more 
than two decades, Alain Guiraudie has 
been unrivaled in depicting desires 
that upend convention, whether homo 
or hetero. Guiraudie's most sexually 
explicit and narratively taut work. 
Stranger by the Lake —which won the 
Best Director prize in the Un Certain 
Regard section at the 2013 Cannes Film 
Festival—is the first of his movies to 
have a stateside release. Though its 
structure is simple—the film unfolds 
over 10 consecutive summer days, its 
action confined to the lake and the 
nearby grove where sex is sought— 
Stranger abounds with precision and 
detail, evinced not just in the spectacu¬ 
lar visual composition but also in the 


observation of behavioral codes in car¬ 
nally charged spaces. As Franck (Pierre 
Deladonchamps) ogles an Adonis, 
we learn more about the particulars 
of meat-rack etiquette, rituals whose 
frequent incongruities Guiraudie often 
playfully, affectionately sends up. After 
orally servicing Franck, a tubby guy 
who often lurks in the woods with his 
hand down his shorts says, "You've got 
a great cock. Well, I gotta go," and the 
two shake hands. These droll moments 
balance the increasingly ominous 
tone, particularly after Franck, who's 
just jerked off with a guy in a Batman 
T-shirt, sees the hunk from the previ¬ 
ous day drowning his lover in the lake. 
The murder seems to arouse Franck 
even more; two days after the crime, 
he and the homicidal stud (Christophe 
Paou) all but devour each other, deep- 
kissing, fellating, mutually masturbating, 
and bare-backing al fresco. As Eros 
becomes more inextricably bound up 
with Thanatos, the film takes a dimmer 
view of total sexual freedom. The last 
face we see is shrouded in darkness, 
but Stranger by the Lake itself is never 
less than incandescent. (Not Rated)

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Rock of the Age 

The Pulitzer Prize-winning Next to Normal is a musical that is anything but trite

A musical about a suburban house¬ 
wife grappling with mental illness? 
Hit the snooze button and wake 
my ass up in two hours. But in a glorious 
testament to the old adage that there are no 
dreadful stories, only dreadful storytellers, 
Next to Normal proves to be an 5 h;hing but 
trite, hollow or histrionic. 

A great deal of that has to do with Tom 
Kitt and Brian Yorkey, the two dudes who 
nabbed a Pulitzer Prize in 2010 for the 
piece (the eighth musical to earn the acco¬ 
lade). The story is a compelling, insightful 
and complex look at the toll mental illness 
exacts on those saddled with it, as well as 
those who care about them. The content is 
there, but so is the form. With 38 songs and 
reprises crammed into less than two hours 
and its rock/pop score (far rockier than 
most of what passes as a rock musical these 
days), the structure and music are reminis¬ 
cent of Jesus Christ Superstar and Tommy 
(the original Who album, not the abortion- 
turned-musical). 

But while the piece has literary and 
sonic chops, it’s Joanne Gordon’s stripped- 
down, dialed-in, perfectly cast production 
that imbues life into this California Reper¬ 
tory Co. staging. And the most triumphant 
performance is the one that matters most: 
Karole Foreman’s breathtaking perfor¬ 
mance as Diana, the aforementioned 
housefrau. An accomplished Los Angeles 
performer, writer and director. Fore¬ 
man does something that the Stepford 
Wives collection of Big Broadway Musical 
Actresses (the petite, pretty, overemoting 
divas who pop up occasionally on The View 
and Ellen to remind us, again, that the only 
theater that is truly relevant in this country 
is white-people theater) somehow miss on 
their ascent into commercial canonization: 
The woman can act as fiercely as she sings 
and as lithely as she moves. As subtle as 
she is tortured. Foreman’s stunning per¬ 
formance of a woman fighting frantically 
against both her disease and the pharma¬ 
ceuticals supposedly designed to help her 
deal with it is as honest and impassioned as 
it is funny and sobering. 

But she’s only one jewel in this crown. 
The rest of the cast—her helpless husband, 
Dan (Jeff Paul); her frustrated, self-medi¬ 
cating daughter, Natalie (Maddie Larson); 
Natalie’s love-spun bo 5 Triend, Henry 
(Michael Barnum); Diana’s shrink. Dr. 
Madden (Roberto Alcaraz); and her grown¬ 
up son who really isn’t that grown-up, Gabe 
(Alexander Pimentel)—also deliver fully 
fieshed-out, finely tuned performances. 

Whether via the script or Gordon’s direc¬ 
torial vision. Next to Normal lacks ornate 
costumes, lavish sets, a bombastic score, 
fiashy choreography, ravishing lights and 
all the other accouterments that keep ’em 
bedazzled on the Great White Way. No, 
there are no rousing 11 o’clock numbers or 
perfectly placed ballads vying to be the next 


musical-theater standard. And you prob¬ 
ably won’t remember a bar of music five 
minutes after the show ends. This is a musi¬ 
cal aimed at the mind as much as the heart, 
and it strikes both targets squarely, resulting 
in something both soulful and agitating. 

The agitation is reserved for the true 
antagonist in this story: meds. While some 
might argue with the “science” in this tale 
(can a traumatic event truly trigger what 
her doctor defines as Diana’s illness: bipolar 
depressive with delusional episodes?), no 
one can dispute the importance that medi¬ 
cine plays in Diana’s life. Yes, her smorgas¬ 
bord of pills buffers her from frantic highs 
and crushing lows, but it also keeps her in 
a perpetual state of cloudiness. She talks 
about how she feels she has no self any lon¬ 
ger, of wandering with a head that feels as 
though it’s filled with mushy concrete. 

And she misses—no, she yearns—for 
those drastic highs (which she calls moun¬ 
tains), even though they bring with them 
the daunting crash and descent into the 
unfathomable valleys. Next to Normal, 
however, is an 3 l;hingbut a feel-good story 
about a person who decides to control her 
own life. Diana’s decision to dump her 
meds down the toilet may make her septic 


tank the happiest in the neighborhood, but 
it also leads to electroconvulsive therapy, 
memory loss and even tougher decisions 
down the road. 

One of the more laudable aspects of 
a musical that is so different in terms of 
tone and content from most contemporary 
musicals—which rely on either commer¬ 
cial artifice or anti-musical irony—is just 
how normal Next to Normal is. Other than 
seeing things that aren’t there, displaying 
flashes of aggressive sexuality and slap¬ 
ping mayo on white bread as if she’s a one- 
person conveyor belt, Diane’s illness is not 
portrayed as overwrought. Her struggle, 
as with so many towering characters, is 
an inner one; it may greatly impact her 
friends and family, but it’s clear in this 
show that observing and dealing with the 
erratic, spun-out actions of mentally ill 
people may be no picnic, but it’s nothing 
like what they’re dealing with living in 
their own skin.

P eople browsing Speakeasy Original 
jewelry (speakeasyoriginal.com) for 
the first time would probably describe it as 
"tough guy" stuff. Jonathan Clingenpeel 
quickly corrects that. Although he grew up 
in motorcycle clubs and is covered in tat¬ 
toos, he said the underground biker world 
has grown. And he creates his badass, 
sterling-silver pieces for men who appreci¬ 
ate the community. 

"Ever since Sons of Anarchy came out 
and introduced motorcycle clubs to the rest 
of the world, everyone [wants] to be a part 
of that," Clingenpeel explains. "I've been 
hanging out at Cook's Corner before I could 
drink, but the crowd has changed." Some 
biker bars are now home to weekend war¬ 
riors and what Clingenpeel describes as 
"those tough hipster guys with beards, tons 
of tattoos, riding a Harley with Vans and 
no socks." No doubt these dudes could be 
considered wannabes, but Clingenpeel says 
some of them are his best friends. 

The Rancho Santa Margarita-based 
Speakeasy Original started five years ago, 
when Clingenpeel found a hefty silver ring 
with an even-heftier price tag of $1,200. "I 
thought that was way too expensive," he 
says. With a background in prototyping 
and design for Oakley, he took a stab at it 
himself. "In hindsight, instead of spend¬ 
ing $1,200 on a ring, I decided to spend 
thousands of dollars and do it myself," he 
says, laughing. 

Luckily, Clingenpeel is making his money 
back. Speakeasy Original pieces range from 
$60 to $400, and every one is made in Cling- 
enpeel's garage. He casts mostly rings and 
pendants with skulls and biker helmets, as 
well as some gas masks. He also has USA 
pride pieces and a classic "winged wheel," 
but as Speakeasy's name has spread, Clin¬ 
genpeel finds himself doing mostly custom 
work. Motorcycle clubs, car clubs, tattoo 
shops, even welding shops have reached 
out to have rings made for their entire 
crews. Clingenpeel has even been col¬ 
laborating with Jesse James of West Coast 
Chopper and the Fuck Cancer Foundation in 
Huntington Beach. 

Check out Speakeasy at Born Free in Oak 
Canyon and Ink N Iron in Long Beach. And 
get them while they're still a mom-and-pop 
brand; Harley-Davidson started out of a 
garage, after all....

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Blue-Collar Angel 

Middle Class guitarist Mike Atta left behind a first-class legacy

M ike Atta, guitarist for OC punk 
pioneers the Middle Class, 
died on Easter Sunday; he 
was 53. The Santa Ana native, who 
strummed some of the most chaotic 
chords known to man, ended a thrash¬ 
ing, four-year battle with bone cancer. 
He leaves behind his wife, Pam; 12 year- 
old son. Van; and a beloved boutique 
furniture store. To some, his greatest 
legacy is a small, explosive body of 
recorded music—barely more than 45 
minutes—a catalog that ushered in the 
beginnings of hardcore music. At least, 
that’s what people told him. 

In a recently uncovered interview 
with Burger Records for its YouTube 
series Burger TV, Atta is perched 
behind the counter of his Fullerton 
store. Out of Vogue, talking about how 
he originally had aspirations to sound 
like U.K. post-punkers Wire. 

‘T was 16 years old and just started 
playing guitar and trying to play 
Aerosmith, and my older brother goes, 
‘Listen to this,”’ he says. It was a bootleg 
copy of Wire’s album Live At the Roxy. 

“I wanted to be like Wire, but we ended 
up being way faster.” 

The Middle Class—Atta, his broth¬ 
ers Jeff (vocals) and Bruce (drums), 
and friend Mike Patton (bass)—formed 
in 1976. Most of the band’s earliest 
songs were barely a minute long. They 
released a few records—their iconic 
1978 debut EP, Out of Vogue; Scav¬ 
enged Luxury in 1980; and their only 
full length. Homeland, in 1982—before 
breaking up that same year. Though 
they had a short run, their warp-speed 
brand of punk fueled by nervous energy 
and unorthodox chord progressions 
remains a point of origin for the hard¬ 


core scene decades later. 

At the time when punk was start¬ 
ing to crumble under the weight of its 
own image, Atta was never scared to 
be himself He and his band, a group of 
Santa Ana suburbanites, presented a 
blue-collar, casual vibe in the way they 
dressed and performed that eventually 
won acceptance from the jaded, Holly¬ 
wood punk crowd. Atta was always the 
joking, upbeat extrovert—a quality he 
rarely lost, even in the face of his first 
cancer diagnosis in 2010. 

“He was more courageous than 
I would’ve been under the circum¬ 
stances,” says Matt Simon, longtime 
friend and replacement drummer 
for Atta’s brother Bruce when the 
band reunited in 2010. “He was there 
for his family and involved with his 
son.... He was the force behind the 
reunion shows.” 

After having a kidney and an adrenal 
gland removed in 2010, Atta and his 
family were hopeful he’d never have 
to deal with it again. But in late 2012, 
the disease returned and spread to his 
lungs. Doctors did what they could 
to fight the cancer with an aggressive 
treatment plan called Interleukin-2; he 
is the only person in medical history to 
have received 14 doses of it. 

To help with the Atta family’s sky¬ 
rocketing medical bills, OC legends 
such as the Adolescents, White Flag 
and 45 Grave held a benefit at the 
Echoplex in January 2013. Atta also 
got onstage with his band in front of 
a packed house. The guitarist’s sister 
Joanne Jimenez ran an online fund¬ 
raising campaign that garnered more 
than $25,000 toward Atta’s treatment. 
A number of cash mobs flooded Atta’s 


store as well as Otto, the now-shuttered 
boutique next door to Out of Vogue 
once operated by Atta and his wife. The 
reunion show was the best medicine for 
Atta, who found new life in his old band 
once they took the stage. 

“While we were playing, he didn’t 
have cancer; when we were onstage, he 
wasn’t sick,” Patton says. “What better 
gift can you have than that?” 

That reunion sparked a few more 
shows for the band, despite Atta’s failing 
health. Older brother Jeff remembers a 
particular gig at Weber’s Place in Reseda, 
when his brother was doing his best to 
conserve energy, laying in the back of his 
station wagon before the show. 

“On the one hand, you don’t want 
him to hurt himself or make himself 
any worse,” Jeff says. “But on the other 
hand, it was giving him a lot of pleasure 
to get up there.” 

Whether he’s remembered as a 
genius, underrated guitar player or 
the local sage behind a retail counter, 
Atta’s contributions to his community 
and punk history are forever cemented. 
He epitomized what most of OC’s old- 
school punk heroes should be—humble, 
genuine and accidentally influential. 
And there was one more important 
quality: the ability to smile and politely 
answer the occasional young punker 
who had no idea who he was. 

“[Mike] would get people coming 
in there all the time, saying, ‘Hey, do 
you know that your store is the same 
name of a song from a punk-rock band 
from the ’70s?”’ Jeff remembers with 
a chuckle and a sigh. “Mike would 
just kinda smirk and go, ‘Yes, I do 
know that.’”

Bob Rodman’s fountain of youth is his camera

T he mascot of OC’s rock scene stays 
out all hours of the night. He has 
taken shots and partied with some 
of the rowdiest local bands around. He’s 
so popular that musicians have started a 
fan club in his honor; they even have but¬ 
tons with his name on them. In a crowd, 
he never fails to stand out, with his long 
white ponytail and goatee. Oh, and he’s old 
enough to be their grandpa. 

Over the past six years, Rodman, 73, 
has documented a who’s-who of home¬ 
town talent from the front row at such 
venues as the Detroit Bar, House of Blues 
in Anaheim and the Tiki Bar. Though he 
fancies himself a pretty quiet, humble 
guy, he’s known to have photographed as 
many as three shows in a night. “People 
will see me at shows and go, ‘Hey, Bob!’

know me or know who I am,” Rodman 
says with a chuckle. 

It’s rare to speak to him during daylight 
hours. Sitting down at Memphis Cafe in 
Costa Mesa, Rodman’s wide, 6-foot-3 frame 
nearly dwarfs the table and the tiny cup of 
shrimp gumbo in front of him. He’s eating 
light these days, ever since he had surgery 
to add a pacemaker. Several months later, 
he’s back to planning out his weekly con¬ 
cert schedule. “I’m just starting to get back 
into it,” he says with a hearty rasp. “Before 
that, I was shooting four to five nights a 
week. It’s become a passion, really.” 

When he’s not being a concert pho¬ 
tographer or a doting grandpa (actually, 
he’s a great-grandpa), he’s working as a 
business partner with OC blues favorite 
Parker Macy on Creme Tangerine Record 
Productions, a label tied to Macy’s mobile, 
boutique record shop in Costa Mesa. 

This rock-star lifestyle is more than a 


few years in the making. It started when 
Rodman’s wife died in 2004; retired, he 
often wound up going to his local Star- 
bucks in Laguna Niguel, usually just to 
grab a coffee and find people to talk to. 

He befriended one of the baristas, a young 
guy who had a band on the side. One day, 
that guy invited Rodman to one of his 
shows. After a night of great music and 
mingling, the widower had found a new 
favorite pastime. 

Growing up in Costa Mesa from 1940 
to ’68, Rodman went to his share of gigs. 
He watched surf rockers including Dick 
Dale at the Rendezvous Room in Balboa. 
In 1968, he proposed to his wife at a 
little Italian restaurant that later became 
Detroit Bar (which closed its doors in 
February); they married the next day in 
Las Vegas. 

During recent years, people could usu¬ 
ally find him at Detroit Bar, standing at 
the front of the stage and snapping shots 
of bands such as Jeramiah Red, Robert 
Jon and the Wreck, and the Devious 
Means. Though he’d expected to give 
performers plenty of great photos, the 
amount of respect and friendship he got 
from his favorite bands was something he 
never counted on. 

After his heart surgery last year, mem¬ 
bers of his favorite groups came to his 
hospital bed to check up on him. OC 
Music Awards program director Ashley 
Eckenweiler even loaned him her iPod so 
he’d have something to listen to during 
his recovery. One of his newly acquired 
tattoos (most of which were inked after 
he turned 70!) is a heart with a pair of 
headphones, a jagged seismic wave in the 
middle. It’s a constant reminder that it’s 
his love of music that keeps him going. 

Now that he’s recovered, Rodman is 
back to shooting photos. Despite his pas¬ 
sion for his craft, we still have to wonder 
where he finds the energy to head out the 
door with his camera, night after night. 

“I’m going on 74, and I hang out with 
25-year-olds,” he says with a grin. “It’s 
bound to rub off.”

T hings would've been a lot easier if Hooray 
for Our Side (H40S) had come of age 
about 20 years earlier. Any ex-member of a 
ska band will tell you the mid-'90s was the 
sweet spot that will likely never come again. 
The radio popularity of No Doubt, Reel Big 
Fish and Save Ferris had opened doors for 
every band with a horn in their lineup. Now, 
what was once considered mainstream is a 
niche that commands a considerably smaller, 
die-hard following. So fighting to keep it alive 
takes plenty of dedication and cajones(of 
ca-horn-esl). 

Luckily for the Orange-based band, H40S 
have already earned the support of the mighty 
third-wave ska acts they've idolized since they 
were kids. After a couple years of paying their 
dues, the band—who nicked their moniker 
from one of Jeff Bridges' lines in TRON—have 
wheedled their way into the inner circle of 
some of the scene's most revered bands. When 
they decided they wanted to put something 
out professionally in 2013, they reached out to 
longtime friend and musician Vincent Walker 
(of Suburban Legends), who had expressed 
previous interest in production work. 

"I can't really say there's many scenes 
where you're friends with all the bands you 
grew up listening to—it's kind of a unique situ¬ 
ation in which we can be that close with these 
bands that influenced us," says lead singer 
Evan Wohrman. 

Five months after Walker offered to pro¬ 
duce their EP, Wohrman—along with Katon 
Guinen (lead guitar/vocals), Christian Gutier¬ 
rez (bass), Stefan Kehlenbach (trumpet) and 
Corey Simmons (trombone)—went into the

studio to record their first five-track EP. A 
month after that, the band kicked off Tazy Phyl- 
lipz's first Ska Parade Lounge at the Slidebar 
Rock-N-Roll Kitchen in Fullerton in early 2014, 
using the gig as their first CD-release show. 

Though their name is relatively new in 
the ska scene, H40S's members have been 
around it a long time and reap the benefits of 
the brass brother/sisterhood. They grew up 
listening to and attending the shows of such 
bands as Big D and the Kids Table, Less Than 
Jake, and the RX Bandits. That kind of loyalty 
definitely came back around as they started 
gelling into a band of their own. 

Along the way, the band have befriended 
and played gigs with a number of major local 
players, including Suburban Legends' Brian 
Robertson, Starpool's T-Bone Willy and Chase 
Long Beach's Karen Roberts. All of them have 
helped give the band an extra push by doing 
guest spots on their EP and sharing their 
music experience. 

While Wohrman admits H40S would have 
had a better shot in 1997, they don't neces¬ 
sarily see their ska influence as a hindrance, 
even if it means following through with the 
typical weird, OC ska style of synchronized 
head-bobbing, ridiculousness and stupid 
jokes. It is Orange County ska, after all. The 
band's primary focus, though, is making good 
music, whether it means performing to a 
crowd of five or 500. 

"It can definitely be an uphill battle, since 
ska hasn't necessarily been a genre that 
people have gravitated to in recent years," 
Wohrman says. "But the nice part about that 
is both the big and small bands in the scene 
all tend to know one another and help one 
another out."
